Construction workers who 
dig ditches in 
clay 
soils 
should guard against deadly 


Just like we planned it, the 
first official day of fall and 
the firs t 
flu rry of cold 
w eather arriv ed about the 
sam e day. 
It elicited an 
equivalent 
sized flurry of 
phone 
c a lls 
from 
folks 
wanting to know if the tim e 
had com e to bring plants 
indoors yet. Well, you know 
Texas w eather; 
snow for 
b r e a k fa s t 
an d 
sa n d 
for 
lunch. However, the odds 
are, that about 6 m ore weeks 
of growing tim e is in the 
offing. Best idea is to keep 
one ear tuned to the evening 
w eather forcast. If you hear 
anything predicted under 45 
degrees you’d better hustle 
those beauties inside or take 
the chance of gettin caught 
w ith y o u r “ p la n ts d o w n .’’ 
(We couldn’t resist it.) 
It is a very good tim e to do 
any repotting you had in 
mind, to give those plants a 
little tim e to adjust before 
you bring them in. Here are 
a few tips on 
that 
little 
chore: 
Use clay pots. They are 
porous and help dry out the 
soil 
m ore 
quickly. 
Soggy 
roots m e an ro o t-ro t an d 
fungus problems. 
Use 
a 
well 
b a la n c e d 
potting soil with plenty of 
peat and perlite that has 
been 
steam 
sterilized 
as 
opposed to gas sterilized. 
Put a good layer of broken 
pottery pieces at the bottom 
for drainage. If you handle 
clay pots the way we do. you 
shouldn’t find those in short 
su p p ly . 
Add a 
la y e r of 
activated charcoal for soil 
sweetness too. 
Don’t increase the size of 
the pot too much. One or two 
sizes up is adequate. Plants 
like 
th e ir 
root 
s y s te m s 
so m e w h a t 
cro w d ed . 
We 
supposes it m ^kes them feel 
more secure. 
Avoid transplanting shock. 
We like a m ixture called 
S U P E R T H R I V E 
RO O T 
HORMONE AND VITAMIN 
MIX. You might also want to 
give vour plants a once over 
with a MARVEL I BOMB to 
avoid bringing insects in­ 
doors 
T h a t’s it till next week If 
you have any questions you 
would like answ ered about 
gardening, you might drop 
u s a line or give u s a ring on 
the phone.

or slides, and the problem is 
aggravated by the fact that 
most people assum e clay 
soils a re stiff and will not 
slip. The fact is som e clay 
soils will kill you quicker 
than a sandy soil, according 
to Yanta 
The cause of the slippages 
are freakish pressure plates 
hid d en 
b e n e a th 
th e soil 
surface. 
Certain 
kinds 
of 
clay soils shrink and crack 
when dry, then swell when 
wet. After several weeks of 
dry w eather, a heavy rain 
can cause som e clay soils to 
swell as much as 20 percent 
in volume. 
This 
constant 
shrinking 
and swelling through 
the 
years has caused pressure 
faces or plates to develop 
which a re slick from sliding 
a g a in s t 
each 
o th e r. 
Technically, they are called 
“Slickensides.” They are as 
slick as their nam e indicates 
and extrem ely dangerous. 
When a w orkm an is in a pit 
near one of these faces, the 
soil m ay suddenly give way 
along the slickenside. Clay 
weighs about 95 pounds per 
cubic foot, so only a sm all 
slide can weigh several tons 
“ We have had reports of 
workm en 
being 
killed 
by 
slides which covered them 
up to the shoulders only. The 


heavy soil simply crushes so 
tightly they they are suf­ 
focated.’’ 
Yanta 
revealed 
E ven a th ree -fo o t-d ee p 
ditch can kill. All a workm an 
has to be doing is squatting 
or bending over in the ditch 
when the slide hits.

PARK HAVIN DR. 
Is Discussed 


At Meeting

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
The small fraction of the 
sun’s energy that reaches 
earth provides as much heat 
and light as all known 
reserves of coal, oil and gas. 
But 
harnessing 
that 
energy presents economic 
and technological problems 
that have only been partially 
solved. 
R epresentatives 
of 
55 
nations presented 280 papers 
on various aspects of solar 
energy 
in 
the 
biennial 
symposium 
of 
the 
Inter­ 
national Solar Energy Con­ 
gress 
at 
Los 
Angeles 
recently. There was wide 
disagreem ent 
on 
the 
econom ic feasibility, and 
consensus only on the need 
for an alternative 
power 
source. 
More than 60 firms demon­ 
strated 
systems 
for 
collecting, 
storing 
and 
converting solar energy, and 
it was apparent that while 
the science was open to 
commercial speculation, it 
does 'not currently present 
the needed alternative to 
conventional power. 
John Brazil and John 
Magee, a professor and a 
systems design engineer, 
respectively, reported that 
solar energy is already 
cheaper to use than elec­ 
tricity. But they said more 
government 
f inding 
is 
needed, and federal, state 
and local governments must 
become more involved. 
To 
dem onstrate 
the 
complexity of the problem, 
they outlined the need for 
new laws to define rights to 
the use of sunshine. 
They said laws are needed 
mandating the use of solar 
energy for non-essential 
items — swimming pools, for 
instance. New zoning laws 
will be needed to provide 
maximum 
southern 
ex­ 
posure for collector areas in 
buildings. 
Building codes must be 
revised to regulate 
in­ 
sulation, and laws will be 
needed requiring labeling of 
homes sold for energy use 
efficiency. 
NASA 
physicist 
Dr. 
Matthew P. Thekaekara 
disagreed with the Brazii- 
Magee contention that solar 
energy is already cheaper 
than electricity. For one 
thing, he said, there is no 
way to m easure it 
for 
commercial use. 
Dr. William S. Duff of 
Colorado State University 
was cautious about the 
economics of using solar 
energy. Duff was involved in 
an 18-month-long study in 
association 
with 
the 
W estinghouse 
E le c tric 
Corp., 
financed 
by 
the 
National 
Science 
Foun­ 
dation. 
Duff said prospects for 
solar thermal electric power 
generation are very good. 
But 
which of the many 
proposed 
systems 
is the 
best? 
There is no need to develop 
new technologies, he said, 
but there is a need to refine 
existing ones. 
“ There 
are, 
even 
by 
modest categorizing, hun­ 
dreds of possible designs to 
concentrate solar energy to 
generate high temperature 
vapor,” Duff said. 
There also are scores of 
possible fluids, including 
water, that could be used to 
generate vapor to drive 
dozens of different types of 
working engines and sizes at 
a variety of speeds to 
generate electricity. 
CSU -Westinghouse used a 
computer to analyze designs 
in order to identify the few 
systems with the greatest 
economic potential. They 
settled on two types. 
Other projects, Duff said, 
have become bogged down in 
examining designs without 
considering how the energy 
once converted can best be 
used. 
The 
C SU-Westinghouse 
study was directed towards 
those 
processes 
which 
convert solar energy to heat, 
which in turn is used to drive 
turbines and generators to 
produce electricity. 
Two types showed promise 
for wide-scale use, he said 
One involves collecting the 
sun’s heat to make steam in 
a network of pipes to run one 
large turbine-generator unit 
to produce electric power 
The second type would use 
reflector mirrors directing 
solar 
heat 
to 
a 
boilei 
mounted on a tower. Jh< 
steam collected at the top o 
the tower W'juld be piped to : 
generator.

from year to year. 
Necessity obviously was a 
factor in a

venting the first machine for

DEAR READER, Even with the great potential that is 
present in the m arriage union for m utual growth and 
development, some estim ates indicate that possibly only 15 
percent of those who m arry will actually find happiness in 
their m arriage. Verifying this estim ate, the National Bureau 
of Health Statistics expects over one million^divorcesi in 


1975. This is the first tim e in our history that such a m ark will

society we often as? me that, while we m ust educate a child 
fo r everything else, m arriage is so natural that little or no 
formal m arriage education is necessary. 
2. Lack of understanding of how contem porary m arriage 
is different from the m arriages of parents The tendency 
then is to either model directly, or to reject completely 
rather than to adjust realistically. 
3. Lack of emotional m aturity to see m arriage as it ac­ 
tually is. Often m arriage becomes a refuge from, or a 
solution to life’s problems. M arriage can never serve as a 
panacea for problem s present before m arriage. What was 
there before, will in all likelihood still be present after the 
Le[e Detailed and elaborate preparation for the w®ddlJ^ 
itself, but with little or no preparation of any kind for the 
m arriage, and all that it will entail. 
5. Inability of the m arriage partners to recJ)g3 
a r^ rn 
adjust to the changes that occur in each with regards o 
personal growth and to the acquisition of new needs. 
6 Seeing m arriage counseling as a stigm a, and something 
to be avoided, rather than as a potential source for persona

possibility of pre-m arital counseling, feeling that they have 
an die answ ers that they need, or that they simply cannot 
afford the tim e or the money to seek such assistance. Once 
problems do arise, couples often wait too long before seeking 
professional help, and then, only as a last resort. 
At this point in the relationship, the bitterness and grief 
are often to the point of being intolerable. An attorney, and a 
hotly contested legal battle are seen as the only way to 
achieve resolution. Not only is resolution of these frustra^ 
g 
emotions not achieved at the final hearing, h ^ aiso both 
parties may continue to suffer from deep scars that will be 
wild them rest of their lives. W here children are involved, 
the p ro b leim an d the scaring can be compounded. 
While pre-m arital, m arriage, family, and divorce coun­ 
seling cannot guarantee 100-percent success to anyone, such 
time spent as a preventative m easure, or before emotions 
are pushed to the breaking point, can help to reduce the 
destructive influences that are usually present in tim es of 
m arital conflict.

individual plant. 
Researchers at the Ohio 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
R e s e a r c h 
Center reported a net loss in 
photosynthesis values of 26. 
30 and 
45 percent

check leaves when 15, 30 and 
60 m ites 
per 
leaf were 
allowed to feed on apple 
leaves. Interferen ce with 
photosynthesis occured even 
though the leaves did not 
turn yellow. 
Sm all 
infestations 
of 
spider mites on houseplants 
may cause more damage 
than is apparent to the eye. 
Light spider mite damage 
appears as a light green or 
faded green foliage. Close 
examination is needed to 
detect light populations on 
spider mites.

Stone Fruits 
Attacked by 
June Beetles 


The green June beetle, a 
large metallic green beetle, 
is attacking ripening stone 
fruits on backyard trees in 
parts of West Texas and 
several other areas of the 
state, points out Jam es T. 
R isinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
The beetles cluster in 
swarms around ripening or 
dam ag ed fruit on trees. 
Fruit damage can be heavy 
and losses may occur if 
control m easures are not 
taken when the beetles first 
appear. 
To protect ripening fruit 
from the green beetles, 
Risinger recom m ends 
a 
spray application of car­ 
baryl (Sevin) when the first 
beetles 
appear. 
Sevin 
50 
percent w ettable powder 
should be mixed at the rate 
of two pounds per IOO gallons 
of w aterer three tablespoons 
per gallon of water. 
On 
peaches, a 
one day 
waiting period exists from 
time of last application to 
harvest. Always check the 
label on the insecticide 
container for instructions on 
mixing, 
applying 
the 
in­ 
secticide. 
and 
w aiting 
periods from last application 
to harvest. 
Picking 
or 
cleaning 
damaged or over-ripe fruit 
will help prevent or reduce 
the movement of the beetles 
to fruit trees. Damaged or 
over-ripe fruits tend to at­ 
tract the green beetles to 
back yard trees, Risinger 
concluded.

Turn into 2 greased 8-inch round layer cake pans. Bake in 350 
degree F. oven IO minutes. 
While caking is baking, beat egg whites with cream of 
tartar in large mixing bowl until soft peaks form ; gradually 
beat in rem aining 3/4 cup sugar and continue beating until 
stiff peaks form. Gently spread meringue over cake batter 
after it has baked for IO minutes and sprinkle with almonds. 
Bake 20 m inutes longer, until cake tester inserted in center 
comes out clean. Remove from oven, cool IO minutes. Gently 
turn out cake layers on plates. Invert onto racks and cool 
completely, right side up.

The m arble loaf cake is sim ilar 
to that of a pound cake in that it has a firm er texture.

“ Often it (the solution) is 
as simple as building a new, 
safe 
w ater 
supply 
so 
children 
won’t 
develop 
chronic 
diarrhea 
or 
malnutrition from lack of 
food,” she said in an in­ 
terview. 
Som e 
are 
malnourished because their 
mothers 
try 
to 
stretch 
s p e c i a l 
h ig h - p r o te in 
vegetable products with 
extra water to make more 
than 
the 
recom m ended 
number of 
feedings, 
she 
added. 
Miss Anderson 
is chief 
nutritionist for CARE, the 
international 
aid 
and 
development agency 
with 
programs in 36 countries. It 
has 
saved 
millions 
of 
families, mainly by helping 
them to help themselves, 
often by raising their own 
food. 
CARE is a nonprofit, self- 
help agency. Its Food-for- 
Work program provides jobs 
for parents on 
projects 
related to food production: 
irrigation, land terracing 


and building dikes to prevent 
flooding. They are paid in 
food, not money. 
They grow about four 
pounds of food for each 
pound they are paid. 
Miss 
Anderson 
said 
because of 
inflation, 
the 
families wouldn’t come out 
as well if they bought food. 
Her job includes teaching 
basic nutrition 
to 
local 
women, who work with 
mothers to improve the diet 
and health of preschool 
children and themselves. 
It’s a case of “ do as I do, 
not just as I say.” She said 
she generally eats local food 
with typical seasonings in 
each country, many of which 
rely heavily on vegetable 
protein. 
“ I’m a vegetarian; I have 
been for about five and a half 
years,” she said. At 27, she is 
a slim, pretty brunette of 
medium 
height. 
She 
has 
been 
with 
CARE 
three 
years. 
Miss Anderson, a native of 
Glendale, Calif., said she 
turned to vegetarianism 
while an undergraduate in 
nutrition at the University of 
Hawaii. 
She said her avoidance of 
meat is partly economic, 
partly 
at 
the 
urging 
of 
vegetarian 
friends 
and 
partly a result of a job as 
meat cutter and packer in 


the delicatessen section of a 
supermarket during college. 
She said she soon reached 
the point where she could no 
more eat meat than think of 
eating her pet cat. 
She advises against pure 
vegetarianism, uses dairy 
products and eggs herself 
and recommends that all 
vegetarians include milk 
products, at least. 
Miss Anderson said the 
most satisfying thing about 
her job comes “ when you are 
able to see children come 
back to normal, and the joy 
in their mothers’ faces when 
you show them how they can 
save their children, protect 
them against disease and 
retardation.” 
At a clinic in Guatemala, 
she was reminded of the 
urgent need for nutrition 
education. 
Trying on a colorful local 
blouse, she found she could 
not pull it over her head. 
“ None of the women there 
are taller than five feet, and 
their heads are tiny — one 
very 
obvious 
sign 
of 
malnutrition and retardation 
early in life,” she said. 
Miss Anderson also speaks 
from experience about gar­ 
dening. She grows tomatoes, 
cucumbers and lettuce on 
the roof of her fourth floor 
brownstone apartm ent in 
New York City.

as a food shopper, either in 
higher prices or in lower 
quality.

payment of nearly $6 million 
to the person making claims.
